National Supply Sales, Income Break Record
Both the sales and the net in­ 

come of the National Supply Co. 
in 1956 broke all records, it was 
announced following a meeting 
of the board of directors here 
today.

At the meetitig, the directors 
declared a quarterly dividend of 
60 centg per share on the new 
$5 par value common stock, 
payable April 1 to stockholders 
of record March 20.

This is equivalent to a quar­ 
terly rate of $1.20 per share on 
the former $10 par value com­ 
mon stock, which was split two- 
for-one effective January 16.

In the corresponding period

of 1956, the company paid a 75 
cent quarterly dividend on the 
$10 par value stock.

Sales during 1956 totaled 
$282,884,044, compared with 
1955 sales of $259,802,686, the 
previous record. Net income be­ 
fore taxes was $31,812,364, com­ 
pared with 1955 net income be­ 
fore taxes of $21,943,492. Net in­ 
come after taxes was $15,187,364 
compared with the 1955 net in­ 
come of $11,443,492. The previ­ 
ous record. $12,227,362, was 
made in 1948.

Earnings per common share 
amounted to $10.26, compared 
to $7.50 in 1955, based on the 
number of $10 par value shares

outstanding at the end of each 
year. Tire previous record for 
earnings per common share, 
$8.01, was made in 1948.

A. W. McKlnney, president, 
said the prospects for 1957 
sales are satisfactory and that 
he expects it will be another 
year of high volume.

"Although drilling operations 
in the United States had not 
resumed their usual seasonal 
increase by the first wfeek in 
February, we anticipate that 
there will be earJy acceleration.

"The industry's projection Is 
that 1900 more wells will be 
drilled in 1957 than in 1956.
